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A BIG GENIE VICTORY, 


N, Feb. 5, 1890. 


On I street, south of beautiful Farragut 


Sqaare, stand the tottering walls of the 
handsome house, which was so recently 
tbe happy 
home ol' Secretary 
Tracy. 


Before this grim and blackened mass, all 
flooded in to-day's glorious sunshine, has 
surged a sobered and saddened crowd, and 
with hearts that beat more slowly every 
eye is turned to the enahless^window in the 
second story, as some voice says: "From 
that window the Secretary's eldest daughter 
and her little girl jumped; from that lower 
door was borne the almost lifeless body of 
the Secretary; and here upon the parking, 
the firemen placed the charred and dead 
bodies of Mies Tracy and her Fiench 
maid." Ths recital of this tragic horror 
sickened me, and like one dazed, I turned 
away. 


In the grand old east room of the White 


House, throngh the tightly drawn blinds of 
which filters the sunshine filling the room 
with a mellow, subdued light, stand the 
f imple, black-covered cofflns in which lay 
the forms of the victims of this cruel fire— 
tbe Secretary's wife and daughter—the 
mother killed by a fall from a window 
while endeavonng to save herself from 
burning, the daughter suffocated by the 
smoke m her effort to reach the room in 
which slept her parents. The Secretary 
himself was taken from the burning mass 
in au almost dying condition by Chief 
Parria, of the flre department. To this 
heroic man Mr. Tracy owes his life. 


Soon after coming to Washington the 


Secretary purchased the residence of ex- 
Postmaster General Diekensoa, bnt finding 
t not large enough to meet the require- 
ments of his hospitable ideas, he had a 
large addition made to it. He and Mrs 
Tracy took so much pleasure and pride 
in the furnishings and appointments of 
thia their new home, and everywhere were 
evidences of Iheir good taste and refine- 
ment. They moved in and got settled just 
m time for the New Tear recaption. 


Miss Tracy was a beautiful young girl, 


splendidly educated, and possessing n won- 
derful fondness and talent for painting. 
She had spent several yeard in Enrope 
etndying under the best masters. In the 
bird story front room, which was to have 
been her own apartment when completed, 
stood a little white enameled bedstead, 
upon the headboard of whioh the had de-

been polled, especially b> the Mormons. 
Returns np to this hour, from sixteen pre- 
cincts in four words, give a total vote of 
2,111, divided as follows. Gentiles, 965; 
Mormons, 1,146. 


In the 50th and 40th precincts it is esti- 


mated that 50 per cent, of the registration 
had been votad by 10 o'clock. 


As yet only two arrests have baeii made 


for attempted illegal voting—one Mormon 
and one Gentile. Everything is qniat and 
no serious trouble ia anticipated. 


At 12 o'clock returns received at Liberal 


headquarters from 22 wards give a total 
vote of 4,GC3-Gentiles, 2,385; Mormons, 
2,278, a Liberal increase since 10 o'clock 
of 317. 


The Gentiles now claim they will carry 


the city by 1,400. It is estimated that the 
Mormons hive polled 87 per cent, of their 
strength, and the Gentiles 50 per cent, of 
theirs.

A Man "Who Hag Been In the Snow Over 


Two Months. 


The SUrer State, of Saturday last, says: 
.Last evening N. H. A. Mason left here 


for the west, and, everythingbsing straight 
on the range, he will probably go to Cali- 
fornia. 
He has been in the snow since De- 


cember 2, and traveled hundreds of miles 
by wagon and on horseback. Early in De- 
cember he visited the stock range in which 
he Js interested with Miller & Lux in tho 
Maibenr country, Oregon, and left every? 
th',ng in the best possible shape there. 
Thence he went to the .'White Horse ranch, 
inspected the range and mode the best dis- 
position possible of tha stock. 
He was 


caught in the big snow storm of Jannary 
19th at his ranch in the northern part of 
this county and went to work to save as 
many as possible with the quantity of hay 
on hand. He came hero when the snow 
was deepest and half the people-were ill 
with la grippe, went up to Mary's river, in 
Elfco county, floundered.through three feet 
of snow gathering cattle and getting them 
to feed, when he went down to Mason Val- 
ley and attended to his stock there and aft- 
erwards went to Elko where the snow was 
deepest, from which place he returned here 
two days ago. He doss .not think tho 
losses* to date on any of the stock, ranches 
on which he is interested will reach 10 per 
cent, and he says the losses on the. open 
range even in Elko, where the snow was 
much deeper than here, will not be as great 
as many supposed, as' he has seen last Sum 
mor's calves alive and kicking on the range 
where ten days ago there was not less than 
30 inches of snow.
